(a) A person conmts animal torture when that person
wi t hout | egal justification knowingly or intentionally
tortures an aninmal. For purposes of this Section, and
subject to subsection (b), "torture" neans infliction of or
subj ection to extrene physical pain, notivated by an intent
to increase or prolong the pain, suffering, or agony of the
ani mal .

(b) For the purposes of this Section, "animal torture"
does not include any death, harm or injury caused to any
animal by any of the follow ng activities:

(1) any hunting, fishing, trapping, or ot her
activity allowed wunder the Wldlife Code, the Wildlife
Habi t at Managenent Areas Act, or the Fish and Aquatic
Li f e Code;

(2) any alteration or destruction of any aninal
done by any person or unit of governnment pursuant to
statute, ordinance, court order, or the direction of a
Iicensed veterinarian;

(3) any alteration or destruction of any animal by
any person for any |egitinmate purpose, including, but not

(a) Any law enforcenent officer making an arrest for an
of fense invol ving one or nore conpani on ani mal s under Section

of sonme or all of the conpanion animals in the possession of
the person arrested. The officer, after taking possession of
the conpanion aninals, nust file with the court before whom
the conplaint is nade against any person so arrested an
affidavit stating the name of the person charged in the
conplaint, a description of the condition of the conpanion
ani mal or conpanion animals taken, and the tine and place the
conpani on ani mal or conpanion animals were taken, together
with the nane of the person fromwhom the conpani on ani mal or
conpanion animals were taken and nanme of the person who
claims to own the conmpanion animal or conpanion animals if
different from the person fromwhomthe conpani on ani mal or
conpani on ani mals were seized. He or she nmust at the sane
tinme deliver an inventory of the conpanion animl or
conpanion animals taken to t he court of conpet ent

jurisdiction. The officer nust place the conpani on ani mal or
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conpanion animals in the custody of an animal control or
ani mal shelter and the agency nust retain custody of the
conpani on ani mal or conpani on aninmals subject to an order of
the court adjudicating the charges on the nerits and before
whi ch the person conpl ained against is required to appear for
trial. The State's Attorney nay, wthin 14 days after the
seizure, file a "petition for forfeiture prior to trial"
before the court having crimnal jurisdiction over the
al l eged charges, asking for permanent forfeiture of the
conpani on ani mal s seized. The petition shall be filed wth
the court, wth copies served on the inpoundi ng agency, the
owner, and anyone claimng an interest in the animals. In a
"petition for forfeiture prior to trial", the burden is on
the prosecution to prove by a preponderance of the evidence
that the person arrested violated Section 3.01, 3.02, 3.03,

or 4.01 of this Act or Section 26-5 of the Cri m nal Code of

1961.

(b) An owner whose conpani on ani mal or conpani on ani mal s
are renoved by a |law enforcenent officer under this Section
must be given witten notice of the circunstances of the
renmoval and of any |legal renedies available to himor her.

Security for conpanion animls and ani mal s
used for fighting purposes.

(a) In the case of conpanion animals as defined in

Section 2.0l1a or animals wused for fighting purposes in
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violation of pursuant-te Section 4.01 of this Act or Section

26-5 of the Cim nal Code of 1961, the aninal control or

ani mal shelter having custody of the animal or animals may
file a petition with the court requesting that the person
fromwhomthe animal or aninmals are seized, or the owner of
the animal or animals, be ordered to post security. The
security must be in an anmount sufficient to secure paynent of
all reasonabl e expenses expected to be incurred by the anima
control or animal shelter in caring for and providing for the
animal or aninmals pending the disposition of the charges.
Reasonabl e expenses include, but are not Ilimted to,
estimated nedi cal care and boarding of the aninmal or aninmals
for 30 days. The anobunt of the security shall be determ ned
by the court after taking into consideration all of the facts
and circunstances of the case, including, but not limted to,
the recommendation of the inpounding organization having
custody and care of the seized aninmal or animls and the cost
of caring for the animal or animals. |f security has been
posted in accordance with this Section, the animal control or
animal shelter may draw fromthe security the actual costs
incurred by the agency in caring for the seized animl or
ani mal s.

(b) Upon receipt of a petition, the court nmnust set a
hearing on the petition, to be conducted within 5 business
days after the petition is filed. The petitioner nust serve
a true copy of the petition upon the defendant and the
State's Attorney for the county in which the animal or

animals were seized. The petitioner nust also serve a true

copy of the petition on any interested person. For the
purposes of this subsection, "interested person"” neans an
i ndi vi dual , partnership, firm ] oi nt st ock conpany,

corporation, association, trust, westate, or other |egal
entity that the court determnes nmay have a pecuniary

interest in the animal or animals that are the subject of the
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petition. The court nmust set a hearing date to determ ne any
interested parties. The court may wai ve for good cause shown
the posting of security.

(c) |If the court orders the posting of security, the
security nust be posted with the clerk of the court within 5
busi ness days after the hearing. |If the person ordered to
post security does not do so, the aninmal or animals are
forfeited by operation of law and the animal control or
animal shelter having control of the animal or animls nust
di spose of the animal or animals through adoption or nust
humanel y eut hani ze the aninmal. In no event may the defendant
or any person residing in the defendant's househol d adopt the
ani mal or ani mal s.

(d) The inmpounding organization may file a petition with
the court upon the expiration of the 30-day period requesting
the posting of additional security. The court may order the
person fromwhomthe animal or animals were seized, or the
owner of the animal or animals, to post additional security
with the clerk of the court to secure paynent of reasonable
expenses for an additional period of tine pending a
determ nation by the court of the charges against the person
fromwhomthe animal or aninmals were seized.

(e) In no event may the security prevent the inpoundi ng
organi zati on having custody and care of the animal or aninmals
from di sposing of the animal or aninmals before the expiration
of the 30-day period covered by the security if the court
makes a final determ nation of the charges agai nst the person
from whom the aninmal or aninals were seized. Upon the
adj udication of the charges, the person who posted the
security is entitled to a refund of the security, in whole or
in part, for any expenses not incurred by the inpounding
or gani zati on.

(f) Notw thstandi ng any other provision of this Section

to the contrary, the court may order a person charged with
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any violation of this Act to provide necessary food, water,
shelter, and care for any aninmal or animals that are the
basis of the charge without the renoval of the animal or
animals from their existing location and until the charges
against the person are adjudicated. Until a final
determnation of the charges is nmade, any | aw enforcenent
officer, animal control officer, Departnent investigator, or
an approved humane investigator may be authorized by an order
of the court to make regular visits to the place where the
animal or aninmals are being kept to ascertain if the anim
or aninmals are receiving necessary food, water, shelter, and
care. Nothing in this Section prevents any |aw enforcenent
of ficer, Depart nent i nvesti gat or, or approved humane
investigator fromapplying for a warrant under this Section
to seize any animal or animals being held by the person
charged pending the adjudication of the charges if it 1is
determined that the animal or aninmals are not receiving the
necessary food, water, shelter, or care.

(g) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent
the voluntary, permanent relinquishment of any aninmal by its
owner to an animal control or animal shelter in lieu of
posting security or proceeding to a forfeiture hearing.
Vol untary relinqui shnent shall have no effect on the crimnal
charges that nmay be pursued by the appropriate authorities.

(h) If an owner of a conmpanion animal is acquitted by
the court of charges nmade pursuant to this Act, the court
shal |l further order that any security that has been posted
for the animal shall be returned to the owner by the
i npoundi ng organi zati on.

(i) The provisions of this Section only pertain to
conpani on ani mals and ani mals used for fighting purposes.
